I. 

HA the Society begin with 

Erecting One School in each 
of the Four Provinces of this 
Kingdom ; and to proceed by degrees, 
as their Fund ſhall encreaſe, to One or 
more Schools in each County : By this 
Means, the whole Kingdom will foon 
obſerve ſome good Effects of the De- 
ſign; and well - diſpoſed Perſons will be 
induced to encourage the ſame, by their 
Countenance and Subſcriptions; and 
Private Schools will be the better regu- 


lated and formed, on the Model of the 
Charter-Schools. 


I. 

Thar the moſt cligible Place for 
every ſuch Firſt School, to be erected, 
will be ſome very Popiſh and Extended

Pariſh, in or near which, there is ſome 
County-Town, or other Princi 
Town; that the good Effects of ſuch 
School may be the more conſpicuous, 
and that Perſons of ſome Conſequence 
may have the Proceedings of it under 
their Eye; and that the Town of Caſtle. 
Dermot (being Part of the Eſtate of the 
Right Honourable the Earl of K 1- 
DAKE) is a proper Place for the Firſt 
School, in the Province of Leinſter. 


III. 

Tuar a Rent be paid, out of the 
Fund, for ſome Houſe, to be converted 
into a Working-School, until ſuch Time 
as a convenient Piece of Land be given 
for Erecting ſuch School: And tis hoped 
that the Gentlemen of the ſeveral Coun- 
ties, will, by their Benefactions, Enable 
the Society to Erect ſuch Building. 


IV. 
Tur the Members of the Society, 
reſiding in the County, Barony or Neigh- 
bourhood of the Charter- School, be 
made a Local Committee of Iaſpect ion; 
and be Veſted with proper Authority to 
O verſee 
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Overſee and Direct it, and to Corre - 
nd with the Committee of Fifteen in 
blin; their Letters to be directed to 


the Secretary of the Society. 


V. 

That the School -maſters and Miſtreſ- 
ſes, be appointed, by the Society, upon 
the Recommendation, either of the Com- 
mittee of Fiſteen, or of the Local Com- 
mittee, and to be Approved and Licen- 
led by the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, his 
Viſitor or Viſitors, and to bring to him 
or them, at the ordinary Viſitation, a 
particular Account of the Stare of the 
School, with the Names of the Scho- 
lars, and the ſeveral Periods of their En- 
trance and Diſmiſſion, arreſted by the 
Local Committee, or the Miniſter and 
Church-Wardens of the Pariſh.

Thar no Perſon be a Maſter or Mi- 
ſtreſs of a Charter- School, who is not 
a known and approved Proteſtant, and 
likewiſe well affected to his Majeſty and 
his Government.
